3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach the endless resin mat being carried between lower and upper belts in a 
meander through a controlled-temperature, continuous thickening unit with no further 
maturation process after the endless resin mat is released from the lower and upper 
belts and dividing the endless resin mat into patterns, feeding the patterns to a heated 
molding press and pressing. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
